The late 


Sir John Rigby, who died on} 
Saturday last, was on the bench only seven 
years. He was appointed a Lord Justice in 


1894, after filling for a few months the office 
of Attorney-General, in which he succeeded the 
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late Lord Russell of Killowen, with wnom for 
two years hevacted as Solicitor-General. For 
many years prior to his appointment as a 
Law Officer he was Sir Horace Davey’s 
great rival at the Chancery Bar, and very 
men have ever earned so large an in- 
come in the courts. He often acted as legal 
adviser to Mr. Gladstone, and his contribution 
to the first Home Rule debate earned the 
enthusiastic praise of the Grand Old Man. He 
took an active part also in the preparation and 
defence of Sir William Harcourt's Death Duty 
scheme.

HE Royal Visit to Ireland. —In their State 
entry into Dublin, the King and Queen, with 
Princess Victoria, were favoured with brilliant 
sunshine, which lent an additional gaiety to the 
picturesque decorations and added zest to the 

hearty reception accorded to Their Majesties by their 
Irish subjects. During the progress of the procession 
through the *- an old woman ran up to the Royal 
carriage, aud catching hold of the Queen's hand, exclaimed, 
“Ah, my sweet lady,-may the blessing of the Almighty 
zo with ye!" Her Majesty, who appeared much affected 
by this spontaneous loyalty, took the woman's hand and 
pressed it warmly. This was ome of several almost similar 
instinees Which occurred during Their Majesties’ stay in 
Dublin. 

Levee in Dublin Castle.—In the historic hall of 
St. Patrick King Edward held his first levée om Irish 
soil. Over fifteen hundred. representatives of the Church, 
te Army, the Navy, and other professions paraded before 
His Majesty, who was surrounded bythe members of the 
Vieereg.] Court in full uniform, the scene, illuminated 
by bright sunshine, being one of the most striking ever 
witnessed behind the grey walls of Dublin Castle. The 
ceremony of presentation over, the Queen and Lady 
Dudley visited the Alexandra College, in Earlsport 
T rrace, while the King remained to receive over eight 
two loyal addresses, In his replies the King expressed 
the hope that during their visit the Queen and himself 
would become acquainted with the conditions under which 
the Irish people live and work, and that they would learn 
something of what has been done to lighten the lot of the 
labouring poor. The newly awakened spirit of hope and 
enterprise among the Irish people, His Majesty observed,

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i: full of promise for the future and a sure guarantee of 
social peacé and prosperity. 

Review in Phoenix Park.—The review of troops 
by the King in Phoenix Park was a signal success. All the 
most famous Irish regiments were represented in the field, 
the number of troops on parade exceeding fifteen thousand 
The various brigades marched past to the strains of their 
favonrite national airs, and the diversity of uniforms, 
coupled with.the smart and soldierly appearance of the 
men, rendered the spectacle most striking and brilliant. 
Perhaps the most enthusiastic reception, however, was 
reserved for the Bluejacketa, who, with their guns, marcbed 
past in splendid order. Many thousands of Dublin 
citizens ana visitors witnessed the review and displayed a 
close acquaintance with the records and exploits of the 
various regiments. 


Visit to the Dublin Poor.—Although he did not 
arrive atthe Viceregal Lode from the Court at the Castle 
until nearly three o'clock on Friday morning, the King 
was out and about at an early hour in the forenoon. At 
eleven a.m. His Majesty paid a visit to the St. Patrick 
Street dwellings, erected by the Iveagh Trust in one of 
the poorest- quarters of Dublin. "The King minutely 
inspected several dwellings, opening cupboards, examining 
grates, and making inquiries as to the rents. The official 
visit was to bave ended at the Corporation Dwellings, but 
to the surprise of everyone His Majesty, accompanied by the 
Chairman of the Housing of the Very Poor Committee, 
walked quickly into another poorer street and up a court, 
where his presence was quite unexpected. Here the King 


spent some time looking at the houses and talking quietly | 


to the people. In the course of his visit the King called 
on a man who had been out of work for eight months, and 
gave him £5. The cheers as the Royal party finally drove 
off to visit St. Patrick's Cathedral were vociferous and long 
continued. In the afternoon the King and Queen visited 
the Royal College of St, Putrick at Maynooth, and were 
most enthusiastically received. On Saturday Their Majes- 
ties terminated their stay in Dublin, and left for Mount 
Stewart, where the week-end was spent with Lord and 
Lady Londonderry. Before his departure thé King 
caused a message to the Irish people to be sent to 
the Lord Lieutenant, in which His Majesty expressed 
his deep appreciation of the loyalty and affection 
of the Dublin people, and his belief that they may 
confidently look forward to blessings commensu:ate with 
the keenness of their intelligence and the warmth of 
their hearts. The King also gave £1000 to the Dublin poor. 


Visit to Belfast.—On Monday Their Majesties left 
Mount Stewart and tiavelled to Belfust, where a magnificent 
reception awaited them. The Lord Mayor and Corporation 
met the King and Queen at the station, and after the pre- 
sentation of addresses a procession was formed to the City 
Hall. Then followed the unveiling of a statue of Qüeen 
Victoria, the opening of the Victoria Hospital, lunche@n at 
the Town Hall, and a visit to the fine agricultural show at 
ltümoral. Another grand procession through tbe gaily 
decorated streets preceded the embarkation at Bangor in 
the Royal yacht for Londonderry, viá Buncrana.

Terrible Railway Accident.—St. Enoch Station, 
Glasgow, was the scene on Monday morning of the terrible | 
railway accident which resulted in the loss of fifteen lives 
and serious injury to over fifty passengers. The sadness 
of the disaster was enhanced by the fact that most of the 
victims were returning happily from their annual holiday. | 
The train was crowded With passengers who had left | 
Douglas, Isle of Man, overnight by steamer to Ardrossan, | 
and all went well until the terminus at Glasgow was nearly | 
reached. There, from some cause as yet unexplained, the 
engine, on entering the station, failed to slow down, 
and ran with great force against the buffers at the 
end of the line. The two foremost carriages were com- 
pletely smashed, men, women, and children being held 
fast iu the débris, The ensuing scene was of an appalling 
nature. Many of the unfortunate victims were frightfully 
mangled, arms and legs in some cases being wrenched 
completely off. Ten persons were killed on the spot, and | 
of the remaining victims two succumbed before they could | 
be conveyed to hospital. The driver of the train, who was | 
taken into custody, escaped practically unhuit, but was 
overcome with grief and horror at the fearful occurrence. 
The names of the killed, so far as they have yet been 
identified, are: William Hunter, forty; Marion James and 
Robert James (brother and sister); George Darroch, thirty- 
five; Charles Wilson, thirty-nine, his wife, their son 
Charles, and their daughter, aged seven; Hannah Peter- 
son, twenty-four; Jeannie McEwan, Mary Duff, and 
Alexander Knott. All of the victims belonged to Glasgow, 
and, coming as it did at the conclusion of the “ Pair | 
holidays,” the accident has created the most profound | 
gloom throughout the west of Scotland.

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NFESTED by tical vermin chickens cannot 
possibly grow. ies have often been given for 
it, and the subject is now mentioned because a young 
fancier might possibly see his young stock droop 
disagreeable cause. However. I believe that chickens are 
almost always weak or ill from some other cause before 
they are tormented much by insects. Strong birds rid 
themselves by natural means of such enemies, while 
quarters is also of the utmost importance. And it is a 
great mistake to allow chickens to roost in coops where 
night after night the droppings are left to accumulate, 
for under such conditions chickens cannot possibly grow; | 
poison enters the blood through the lungs, and the whole | 
system is lowered in tone, is debilitated by it. Itisa simple | 
matter to keep coops clean if they do not have wooden | 
floors, and the floorless coop or house is much preferable | 
cleaned by moving it to new ground, and if this is done 
three times a week when the chickens are small, and every 
day when the chickens are half grown, there will be no 
difficulty with filthy coops.

The Houdan Fowl. 

The Houdan, the most popular of all the breeds of poultry 
introduced from France, has been so long and so favour- 
ably known in Great Britain, and so often described in 

oultry books and papers, that little introduction is needed. 

hough its origin is — due to the distriet of 
Houdan, in France, it is now really an English breed; or, 
rather, there is an English variety of it. The differences 
between the French and English Houdans are so much 
defined that one of the most eminent French writers on 
fowls speaks of them as two ‘varieties. The plumage of 
the French Houdan is speckled black and white, there is 
a small crest and a leaf-comb, and the body is squat, not 
very much unlike the Dorking, its alliance with which is 
also proved by the fifth toe it sses. Tt is not so good 
a table-fow! as either the Creve or the La Flèche, but is 
very hardy, and can be kept almost anywhere. 


Ducklings for the Table. 


The best food on which to rear ducklings from the shell 
to killing is finely ground oats and milk. The birds should 


be kept on a well-shaded and good grass run. They will 
grow well on barleymeal and sharps scalded with 
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made from butchers’ scraps, rice (boiled just to cwn 
the grain) with skim milk, and as much spinach a 

lettuce as they will eat. About the sixth or seventh week 
of their existence they should be penned in a dark, quiet 
shed on clean straw, and kept there for two or three weeks. 
Supply a dish of fresh water. Feed them on fattening 
meal, barleymeal, rice, Sussex or Kent ground oats, 
buckwheat, and ground meat mixed and scalded into a,

mash, not too sloppy, with the hot liquor in which any 
scraps of meat have been boiled; put a little salt in, and 
give as often as is necessary, generally four times a day. 
See they clean up all at each meal. Instead of ground 
meat, “greaves ” or tallow-serap—the refuse from tallow- 
chandiers’ factories—is used, and boiled horseflesh is 
sometimes given; either of these, mixed with meal, makes 
arich, heavy food, and to help the system to stand it the 
common nettle is added to and boiled with it. The duck- 
lings should be let into their yard} only three times a day— 
seven am., moon, and five p.m.—when they may be fed 
and their “beds” shaken up. While out they should 
have some green food, which will prove beneficial and 
improve the fluvour of the flesh. At this period, too, 
allowing them lumps of raw fat and suet rolled up in the 
form of pellets makes them very tender, and gives them a 
rich, mellow flavour. Remember that ducklings do not 

uire’much exercise when they are put up for the table, 
- they should not, therefore, have swimming water. An 
8 6 in. square pen will hold thirty to forty ducklin 
di thefattening stage, or, if it be thoroughly ventilated, 
twice that number. 


An Old-Fashioned Garden Flower. 

My West Country correspondent, who sends me a meagre 
deseription of a plant he is anxious to grow in his garden, 
will have no difficulty in securing seed, but I should advise 
him to wait until spring, the plant he inquires about being 
the long-spurred aquilegia. In type, however, it has 
changed considerably-during the last few years, but I think 
those well-known Scottish seedsmen, Dobbie and Co., have 
improved it, the exhibits at the recent. Temple Show being 
really superb.: They cannot be too highly praised, all the 
species being hardy perennials and very useful for the 
border or rockery. Seed should be sown very thinly in a 
sindy soil iu a cold frame in spring to bloom the following 
year. Grown in clumps in the border or in beds the variety 
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and richness of colouring sre superb. Once grown thev 
are always keptin the garden, they are so handsome and 
so easily maintained. 


Celery. 


As the cabbage or early pea moe cleared from the 
land it should be marked out for ry trenches—that ix, 
if it is suitable for the purpose and manure in abundance 
is to be had. There should be at least 4 ft. clear space 
between the rows. The width that it is necessary to di; 
the trenches will depend upon whether the rows are to 
grow a single or a double line of plants. The best quality 
eelery is obtained from the single rows, but very fair stuff 
is got from the double plantings. The early crop will, of 
course, be well on the way by this time, and some growers 
will be lifting soon. If single rows are to be planted the 
trenches should be got out at a depth of one spit and 
to a width of 14in.; 4in. to Gin. of well-composted 
manure in a moist state should be put in the rows, and if 
the subsoil is good this may be dug in, but if the subsoil 
is clay or gravel the manure should be spread along th- 
trench, and 3 in. of the best soil that was taken out 
retarmed. The whole should be lightly trodden in, and if 
dry receive a thorough soaking of water and be left one day 
before planting. It is a good to sow some salt along 
the trenches before watering, as it will be beneficial to the 
celery and also destroy much insect life. If double rows

are to be grown the trenches should be dug out 18 in. wid +, 
and be treated inthe same manner. A barp look-out must 
be kept for the celery-fly. Spraying with soot-water will 
keep this pest in check, and do the plants much good. If 
disease appears spray with Bordeaux mixture, or, better 
still spray as a preventative.
